More Nuns for New Jersey

new religious house, are bearing an autograph letter from 
Pope Benedict ordering that the new institution in Trenton 
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shall be the “mother house” to similar institutions. The 
chief aim of the new religious house will be to educate the 
daughters of immigrants. The vicar-general of the institution 
will reside in Trenton as the representative of the superior- 
general, who resides in Rome. 

The education imparted by these sisters will, of course, be 
in accordance with the principles set forth by Pope Leo XIII 
in his Encyclical “Immortale Dei,” and set forth in our Febru- 
ary issue. The sooner the State of New Jersey—and all 
other States—takes measures to find out just what is taught 
in Papal parochial schools the better; because in the Encycli- 
cal mentioned Pope Leo condemned all the fundamental prin- 
ciples of real American citizenship. 


“The Protestant” Puts in An Appearance 

There are several hopeful signs of the awakening of the 
American people to the existence and the menace of the 
Papal Peril in-the United States.

members whose highest aliegiance—‘spiritual’—is openly 
pledged to the Vatican. The other paper is called “The 
Progress,” and is published at Acland, Ga. The subscription 
is also $1.00 a year.

Polish National Catholic Priests Can Marry 


The Synod of the Polish National Catholic Church, in 
session at Scranton, Pa., June 9th, decided to abolish celibacy 
among the clergy. 

The Church now comprises more than fifty congregations, 
divided into three dioceses, each with its bishop and more 
than fifty priests. 
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“WHAT A FALL WAS THERE!” 

On May 22, 1921, “The New York Times” published a 
despatch from Dundalk, Ireland, saying that Pope Benedict 
XV had written a letter to Cardinal Logue, enclosing a draft 
for 200,000 lire (roughly $20,000 at par). In this letter was 
the following remarkable sentence: 

“In the public strife which is taking place in 
your country it is the deliberate counsel of the Holy 
See, a counsel consistently acted upon up to the 
present in similar circumstances, to take sides with 
neither of the contending parties.” 

Shades. of the Gregorys, the Innocents, the Bonifaces, 
the Urbans and the Sixtuses of the by-gone years! These 


Popes not only professed to possess supreme authority over 


emperors and kings, but were not afraid to exercise it. Even 
in our own day Pope Pius IX boldly promulgated the SyJla- 
bus of Errors, condemning all the important features of 
modern civilization of which he disapproved.. Pope Leo 
XIII was not afraid to condemn every form of civil and 
religious liberty regarded by Great Britain and the Amert- 
can people as their most precious heritage from their fore- 
fathers; and Pope Pius X declared the law enacted by the 
Portuguese people separating Church and State null and 
void. But Pope Benedict XV—? The majority of the peo- 
ple in Ireland are the flock of his pasture, and some are in 
armed conflict against a Protestant Power. The issue 
is so sharply drawn that on this great moral issue one must 
be right and the other wrong. Yet it is the “deliberate 
counsel of the Holy See” to be NEUTRAL! Many Catholics 
may be excused if they ask why the Pope does not avail him- 
self of “the wisdom vouchsafed to Blessed Peter’ and make 
a definite “infallible” pronouncement on so important a matter 
of “faith and morals.” 

Furthermore the gist of the whole letter is to the effect 
that both sides should stop fighting, and representatives of 
all the Irish people get together with men representing Great 
Britain and come to an agreement. All of which Mr. Lloyd 
George said long ago, expressed in even clearer and more 
concise phraseology. 
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THE EDUCATION OF MONSIGNOR SHEPPARD. 

In “The Jersey [City] Journal” of Saturday, April 23d, a 
few days before a primary election in that city Monsignor 
Sheppard, Vicar-General of the Newark Diocese and pastor 
of St. Michael’s Church, Jersey City, gave out an interview, 
in which he said: “Intolerance in religious matters is not part 
of my education nor bigotry its essence.” 

It is true that the Monsignor gave no definition of 
“intolerance” or “bigotry” but in the Standard Dictionary 
(Funk & Wagnalls) we find the first defined on p. 944 as 
“1. The quality of being intolerant; unwilling to tolerate 
opinions or beliefs contrary to one’s own; want of tolera- 
tion; as the intolerance of the medieval church.” And on p. 
195 the word “bigot” is defined thus: “Bigot. 1. An intoler- 
ant and illiberal adherent of a religious creed or form, or of 
any system, party, or opinion.” 

“We must assume that Monsignor Sheppard’s education in- 
cluded the teachings of St. Thomas Aquinas, who says: 


“It is much more grievous to corrupt faith, which 
is the source and life of the soul, than to corrupt money, 
which only tends to the relief of the body. Hence, if 
coiners and other malefactors are justly put to death 
by the secular authority, much more may heretics 
not only be excommunicated, but even justly put to 
death. 


“Pope Gregory XVI in the Encyclical ‘Mirari vos,’ Au- 
gust 15, 1832, inveighed with weighty words against the 
sophisms, which even at his time were being publicly incul- 
cated—namely, that no preference should be shown for any 
particular form of worship; that it is right for individuals 
to form ‘their own personal judgments about religion, that 
each man’s conscience is his sole and all-sufficing guide,” 
says Pope Leo XIII in his Encyclical “Immortale Dei,” No- 
vember 1, 1885. 

We take it that the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX, 
1864, was included in Monsignor Sheppard’s education. 


Proposition XV condemns the principle “that every man is 
free to embrace and confess the religion he shall believe true. 
guided by the light of reason.” 
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And Paragraph XIV of the Creed of Pope Pius IV (1564) 
says: 

“I also profess and undoubtedly receive all other things 
delivered, defined and declared by the sacred canons and 
general councils, and particularly by the holy Council of 
Trent; and likewise I also condemn, reject and anathematize 
all things contrary thereto, and all heresies whatsoever, con- 
demned, rejected and anathematized by the Church.” 

The reporter to whom the interview was given said that 
the Monsignor spoke on this point “with some little heat,” 
so, perhaps, we had better accept that as an explanation of a 
statement so wide of the facts, for the principles of these 
citations—if not the citations themselves—must of neces- 
sity form part of the education of every priest of the Church. 

The foregoing derives additional force because of the 
sentences of the interviewer immediately preceding the refer- 
ence to his education on the part of Mgr. Sheppard. These 
read: 

“Do not ask me about those gentlemen [two prominent 
pastors, who had incurred his displeasure by their stand for 
civic righteousness and law observance on the part of the 
City Administration]. The less said the better. I have never 
forgotten the idea of one of them concerning the -freedom 
of speech, nor that of his present candidate whom he spon- 
sors for office.” 

The reference here is to the Hague-Slattery episode of the 
week February 21-28, 1915. The week before, an advertise- 
ment appeared in “The Jersey [City] Journal” that Joseph 
Slattery, of Boston, was to lecture on Tuesday, the 23d, in 
the Odd Fellows Hall (holding about 500 people, and in a 
residential part of the city) on “Why I Left the Roman 
Priesthood.” 

The paper just named said, in its issue of February 23d: 
“In all the Roman Catholic churches of the city [some of 
them miles from the Odd Fellows Hall] yesterday reference 
was made to the proposed lecture. In addition there came 
murmurings from all sections of the city that there would 
be trouble if the Slatterys spoke here. One report from the 
Horseshoe section had it that two truck loads of over-ripe 
eggs had been shipped here for use at the lectures, and Chief 
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of Police Monahan added to the apprehension when he said: 
“| have reports showing that the pawnshops of the city have 
practically been emptied of revolvers and blackjacks, and | 
fear there will be bloodshed if these lectures are held here.” 

The upshot of the whole thing was that the streets in the 
immediate vicinity of the hall were filled with a noisy mob 
threatening all manner of violence, and Frank Hague, now 
Mayor, who was then Director of Public Safety, sent a force 
of police, who barred anyone from entering the hall, thus 
preventing the delivery of the lecture. This high-handed 
characteristic piece of Catholicism in action elicited a good 
deal of hostile comment. Mgr. Sheppard very naturally 
put’out a strong statement in support of the Hague action. 

This particular episode reminds one of a legend concerning 
war-like operations in Cuba, in which an American news- 
paper proprietor was said to have wired to an artist sent to 
that Island who said he could find no war: “You send the 
pictures and we'll provide the war.” 


CHURCH BURIAL REFUSED TO FORMER PRIEST 


A Chicago despatch (May 16th) to the “New York Times” 
says that in the presence of more than 10,000 persons the 
funeral services for Anthony D’Andrea, political leader of 
the Nineteenth Ward, who had been assassinated while en- 
tering his home, were held on the sidewalk in front of his 
house, because dignitaries of the Roman Catholic Church 
refused to have jthe body taken into any of their churches 
or buried in consecrated ground. 

The body was being borne to the street when the news 
arrived of the refusal of the Church. ‘The casket was de- 
posited at the identical spot where D’Andrea had fallen. 
There prayers were recited. That D’Andrea had been a 
priest is generally known. That he was silenced and excom- 
municated was never discussed among those who knew him 
best. His two brothers—the Rev. Horace D’Andrea and the 
Rev. Louis D’Andrea—are priests. Father Horace D’Andrea, 
garbed in his stole and surplice, directed the pall-bearers to 
lower the body of their friend to the sidewalk. From a holy 
water font he sprinkled the casket, and offered prayers that 
were not from the ritual. 
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SENA VETUS CIVITAS VIRGINIS 
(Siena, The Old City of the Virgin.) 


(Concluded from May number, p. 145.) 

Last month, May being the month when the cult of 
the Mother of our Lord receives special attention from the 
priests of Rome, we mentioned the fact that the United 
States had been placed under her special protection by 
those who regard her as “the advocate, hope and refuge of 
sinners” and in a prayer to whom St. Alphonsus de Liguori 
said, “In thee I put all my trust, all my hope of salvation.” 

We mentioned that in this year she had failed to pre- 
serve her statue from destruction by a fire in the church 
erected chiefly to her honor at Loreto, Italy; also that a thief 
had made off with a bronze image of her from the Louvre, 
in Paris. And we gave some particulars of the way in which 
the citizens of Siena, Italy, and its contado had placed their 
republic under her special protection, even going to the 
length of presenting her with the keys of the city and making 
her their feudal lord. 

There were four other dedications of the city—in the 
years 1483, 1526, 1550 and 1555, respectively, the last one 
proving absolutely unavailing to prevent the destruction of 
the Republic; and the author directs attention to “the two- 


fold nature of, the reverence which Siena has ever paid to 


Our Lady, first as Queen of Heaven, and secondly as the 
feudal superior and advocate of the city.” 

In this latter capacity, from the twentieth century point 
of view the connection of “Our Lady” with her commonwealth 
was of little benefit so far as public and private morals 
were concerned. On p. 50 we are told that political and class 
hatreds became yearly blinder and more uncompromising. 
“Tumults and street fighting were things of almost daily 
occurrence. The various factions were irreconcilable, and 
were at one only in their lawlessness and greed of power.” 
Men became (p. 51) ever more selfish and cruel, and “it 
seemed as if morality and virtue were clean forgotten and 
blotted out in all the earth.”. The monks of St. Austino slew 
their provincial with their knives at St. Antonio. In Siena 
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there was gréat strife, and a young friar: of Camporeggi 
killed in Siena a friar, the son of Messer Carlo Montanini. 
At Assisi the minor friars fought, and fourteen of them were 
slain with knives, while those of the Rosa of Siena fought, 
and expelled six of their number. Among them of Certosa 
also were great dissensions, and their General came and 
removed them all.” “So, too, was it with the laity (p. 52), 
brethren and cousins, husbands and wives, neighbors and 
friends, were at enmity with each other, in all the world 
were divisions and sanguinary quarrels. In Siena no man 
understood or kept faith, neither the gentlemen among them- 
selves nor with their inferiors.” 


In the dedication ceremonies in 1526 the magistrates of 
the Republic “presented themselves before the altar of Our 
Lady of Grace, to whom they consigned the keys of the gates 
according to the ancient rite” (p. 76). She was solemnly pro- 
claimed the Lady and feudal Seignior of the Commune and 
entreated “to intercede with her son, Our Lord Jesus Christ, 
on its behalf; that He would vouchsafe to deliver it from the 
Florentines and from Pope Clement VII, His enemies and 
ours” (a manu inimicorum ipsius florentinorum et pontificis 
Clementis VI] inimicorum nostrorum). In the battle that 
followed the victory was a second Malaperto.” 

The dedication in 1550 was caused by the determination 
of the Emperor Charles V to build a fortress in the city, 


the materials for the same being obtained by the destruction 


of the towers with which Siena was then thickly studded 
(p. 81). The ceremonies included the presentation of the 
keys of the city. Don Diego Urtado di Mendoza, the Spanish 
general in command in the city, was in Rome while the dedi- 
cation service was held, and when he heard of it he wrote to 
the city magnates that he hoped before long to present 
to the Virgin the keys of the fortress upon which about a 
thousand Spanish workmen were laboring. 

For seventeen months the cit} “lay supine under the heel 
of the oppressor.” Then she suddenly “rose and burst her 
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bonds and fought and triuimphed as of old.” The fortress 
was razed to the ground; and the Spanish garrison evacuated 
the city. As the troops left their commander said, after an 
exchange of compliments with Messer Ottavio Sozzini: “Be 
ye prudent in time to come. Ye have offended too great a 
man—the Emperor Charles V.” 

This was the last triumph of Siena, for the dedication ot 
the city during the siege by the Emperor and the Duke of 
Florence in 1555 availed nothing, and the Republic of Siena 
fell, to rise no more. 


So much for the fate of a city whose rulers went much 
further than any of the priests of Rome have yet done here 
n respect. of establishing relations between this nation and 
the Virgin Mary. 

Curiously enough, however, in the Brooklyn “Tablet” of 
May 7 appears an article by the Rt. Rev. Thomas J. Shahan, 
L.D., rector of the Catholic University of America, entitled 
‘How America Was Placed Under Mary’s Protection.” 

With that lack of sense of humor so often conspicuous 
n the public utterances, both written and spoken, of Roman 
ecclesiastics, Dr. Shahan’s opening paragraph says: “From 
that August day, in 1492, when Columbus quitted the port 
f Palos on the tiny caravel, “Santa Maria,” and that October 
day on which he erected the first chapel of Mary Immaculate 
in the New World, down to 1760, when the Crown of Spain 
PLACED ALL ITS AMERICAN COLONIES under? the 
protection of the Spotless Queen of Heaven, Spanish love 
of Mary illuminates brightly the American annals of that 
mce mighty monarchy, though with no more splendor than 
the simila® faith of the children of Portugal.” 

How much territory has either Spain or Portugal in the 
New World to-day? 

And not only did the “protection” of the Virgin Mary 
fail the Spanish and Portuguese Governments, but President 
Harding, at the statue of Bolivar in Central Park said only 
a few days before Dr. Shahan’s article appeared that the peo- 
ple “of South America then lived under a grinding oppres- 
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sion that sought to extract every particle of wealth that could 
be taken without literally destroying the capacity to pro- 
duce more;” and he described their condition as “a state of 
intolerable, unlivable oppression.” 

And yet, in spite of the futility of this celestial “protec- 
tion” of the colonies of Spain and Portugal for those Govern- 
ments, or of the people themselves against their rulers, an 
editorial in the same issue says that “Heaven must be stormed 
on behalf of America in this present month.” 


So far as the facts of history, present and past, go, prac- 


tical protection from on high has been conspicuously lacking 
in respect of Siena, and Spanish and Portuguese colonies in 
the past, and two statues in the last few months. 

From our point of view it would seem wise not to place 


too much confidence in obtaining help for our nation from 
that source. 


And the “New York Times,” May 15, 1921, contains a 
letter from R. Munoz Tobar, apparently a Venezuelan, which 
says in part: 

“When Mayor Hylan, in addressing the representatives 
of the present Government of Venezuela—which is no other 
than Dictator Gomez’s—talked to him of civil liberty and of 
the principles of human justice, he was no doubt speaking 
to the wrong person, for such generous feelings find no room 
in the heart of our merciless ruler. The thousands of exiles 
and political prisoners, subject to all kinds of suffering and 
deprivation are eloquent proof of this assertion. 

“And when President Harding said, ‘We stand willing 
to fight, if necessary, to protect these sturdy yotfng democ- 
racies from oppression and tyranny,’ he could not have in 
mind the present Government of Venezuela, which main- 
tains ‘that vicious, despotic and brutal system’ which Mr. 
Harding so deservedly condemns.” 

So the protection of the Virgin does not seem to do the 


people of Venezuela much good, either, as against their own 
politicians.

The Kingdom of Heaven is like unto a treasure hidden 
ina field, which a man having found hid it, and for joy thereot 


goeth and selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field— 
Matt. 13: 44. 

Again, the Kingdom of Heaven is like to a merchant 
seeking goodly pearls. 

Who, when he had found one pearl of great price, went 
his way, and sold all that he had, and bought it—Matt, 13: 
44, 45. 

In our last issue we directed attention to the number of 
places in the Béble in which it is made plain that the will of 
God for every man, woman and child on the globe is that 
they should be happy all day and every day. Also, that the 
reason why many Protestant people, who have, more or less, 
of a religious experience of the grace of God, find it neces- 
sary to indulge in “the pleasures of the world” because they 
do not obey with sufficient closeness the directions for life 
and conduct set forth plainly in both the Old and New Testa- 
ments: while not a few who would otherwise be attracted 


to the Roman Church see little value in a form of religion 
that lands its very best people at the hour of death in a state 
very little better than hell, even if they have, all their lives 
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long, been the .most faithful possible fulfillers of every de- 
mand made upon them by the Church. 

Referring to the passages quoted above it was shown that 
the first..referred to one who came upon a treasure unex- 
pectedly, and it was illustrated by the case of a man who 
should be impressed by the bold and positive declarations as 
to personal salvation by a speaker at a Salvation Army street 
meeting. 

Listening to that same witness to the saving and keeping 
power of Jesus to save His people FROM their sins is a pious, 
sincere, truly religious Roman Catholic. Faithfully fulfilling 
every requirement of his Church and all the commandments 
of his parish priest, he knows nothing of the peace and rest 
of soul of which the Salvationist talks. His faithful attend- 
ance at Mass, and his regular appearance for confession fol- 
lowed by equally regular absolution and due performance of 
any penance imposed, have brought no peace to his soul. He 
still believes that the daily “unbloody sacrifice” of the Mass 
is necessary, and instead of looking up to God as reconciled 
to him through the death of Christ he looks upon Him as a 
modern Zeus armed with the thunderbolts of wrath against 
him as one of those whose sins brought His only begotten 
Son to death on the Cross. 

To him it sounds as if the Salvation Army man were en- 
joying heaven on the way to heaven. It is not surprising 
if he imitates the man in the second parable, and “sells all 


that he has” to obtain a treasure for which he has been seek- 
. 
ing, more or less blindly, for many years. 


So far as this world is concerned the cost may be much 
greater than in the case of the other man. But he goes 
through with the deal, obtains the Pearl of Great Price, and 
for the rest of his life ENJOYS his religion. 

The man who hears a testimony like this for the first time 
cannot fail to be impressed with it as telling him of a very 
good thing, especially if the speaker’s manner backs up his 
assertion. He feels, for the first time in his life, perhaps, that 
he would be very glad to be “saved” from certain things 
against which he has fought for years in his own strength, 
with only a moderate degree of success. 
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He has suddenly come upon a “treasure” for which he 
was not looking. 

Like the man described in the parable, he “‘sells all that 
he has”—cuts loose from all that he feels to be evil, makes 
a complete surrender of himself to God, and obtains the 
“treasure” — a religion that he ENJOYS to the day of his 
death. 

Dear reader, it is to be hoped, on your behalf that if you 
do not ENJOY your religion, you will first SEE the treasure 
of which our Lord spoke, then fulfil the condition, and then 
live for the balance of your life in the enjoyment of that 
peace and joy in the Holy Ghost that is the will of God for 
you. Amen! 

NOTE.—The writer of these papers was for fifteen years an officer 
on the Headquarters Staff of the Salvation Army (including a term on the Staff 
of the International Training Homes in London) the time being about equally 
divided between London and New York.

NATURALIZATION OF DOMINICAN NUNS 


For the first time in the history of Queens County courts 
Roman Catholic nuns appeared in legal proceedings May 
17th, according to the “New York Times.” Three sisters 
of the Order of St. Dominic appeared before Justice Fawcett, 
and were admitted to citizenship. Two of them are engaged 
to work at the St. Mary’s Hospital, Jamaica, and one is a 
teacher in St. Joseph’s parish in Astoria. 

The sisters were Catherine Schmoll, born in Germany in 
1861, and came to America in 1889; and Katharina Heinz- 
man, born in Germany in 1854, and came to America in 


1871, and Johanna Elling, born in Germany in 1863, and came 
to America in 1867. 


It is well that these nuns should become American citi- 
zens, but that will not make them teach the fundamentals 
of our social and political systems that have been condemned 
by Pope Leo XIII as driving their Church into an unrightful 
position. 
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MEMORIAL SERVICE AT CHRIST’S MISSION 

On Sunday, May 22, 1921, a Memorial Service was held 
at Christ’s Mission for the Rev. Hermes Cavarocchi, the 
Rev. A, Lambert, Dr. Paul Polloch, Mr. P. J. Dubbell. 

Limits of space preclude any detailed account of the 
service; but the Editor of Tue Convertep CaTHoric, who 
had personal recollections of all these brethren, read records 
of their experience and work from volumes of the magazine. 

In regard to the Rev. A. Lambert he read the following 
extract from the minutes of the New York Conference of 
the M. E. Church, 1917: 

“He died April 8, 1916. Brother Lambert was a specially 
strong and vigorous preacher. He was a man of conviction, 
and expressed that conviction in unmistakable language. 
After his conversion to Protestantism he was, by his course 
of training in the priesthood, in a position to point out the 
weakness and the fallacies of the Catholic system as he had 
learned them from personal experience. He was a strong 
debater, especially on the subject of the Roman Hierarchy. 
As a Methodist missionary and preacher Brother Lambert 
was indefatigable in his efforts to secure the conversion of 
souls and bring them into the Church. While French was 
his native tongue, he soon acquired the Spanish language, 
and during his ministry in Porto Rico he was able to preach 
as fluently in Spanish as he could in French. 

“The last vears of Brother Lambert’s life were clouded 
by physical weakness and by the prolonged illness of his 
wife. Besides his wife there were two daughters and a son, 
who needed better support than his meagre salary as a re- 
tired preacher could afford. He was much distressed at 
times because of his financial situation, and during these 
times of distress several approaches were made to him to 
return to the Roman Church, where he would be properly 


cared for. This man of conviction very promptly put away 
all such offers. He stated that he left the Catholic Church 
because he could no longer preach the Gospel as interpreted 
by it, nor could he longer remain under the hierarchy as he 
knew it to exist. He further stated that he was a Methodist, 
and in that faith he proposed to live, and he proposed to die. 
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“The end came very peacefully, and found him ready 
for the transition from his earthly home to his heavenly 
home.” 

Dr. Paul Pollach had seen missionary service for the 
Roman Church in the province of Shensi, China. After pass- 
ing through Christ’s Mission he became a physician and 
built up a large practise in Chicago, whence he passed to his 
reward last January. 

Mr. P. J. Dubbell passed away from San Bernardino, Cal. 
In connection with the funeral the Mayor issued the follow- 
ing notice: 

“Feeling keenly the loss of P. J. Dubbell, who, for years, 
has guided the financial affairs of our city government, | 
hereby declare all city offices closed during the hour of the 
funeral as a sign of our respect and love for him. 

“The members of the council and all of the employees of 
the city join with me in extending sincerest sympathy to 
Mrs. Dubbell, and in the days to come we will often miss the 


cool head and friendly advice of our good citizen, P. J. Dub- 
bell.” 


A NEW JERSEY MAYOR IN 1921! 
“The celebration of the Feast of St. Joseph, in West New 
York, under the auspices of the Society of St. Joseph, was 
continued all day yesterday,” said “The Hudson Observer,” 


May 20, 1921. “Mayor Joseph Stilz was honorary president 


of the feast. He headed the parade and wore a white sash 
trimmed with gold lace and beads and carried a large candle 
at the head of the procession in front of the statue. The 
statue of the patron saint is six feet high and illuminated 
with electric lights. It was borne on the shoulders of four 
men. The men of the society took turns in carrying it. The 
procession moved at a snail’s pace, as two bands of music 
played Italian sacred airs. Men and women came from 
their homes or from the crowds as the procession crowded 
through ‘Little Lady’ and pinned greenbacks on ribbons that 
hung down from the base of the statue until long streamers 
of money dangled and fluttered in the light breeze.”

The confusion in the minds of the Roman Catholics in 
regard to their relation to Christ is the result of their ignor- 
ance of the meaning of conversion.

Our 
adoption into the heavenly Kingdom is through the power of 
the Person of Christ; and whosoever will may come unto 
Him and be saved. 
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AMERICANS BACK DOWN BEFORE “ROME” 

Two singular instances where responsible bodies of 
\merican citizens have allowed the opposition of representa- 
tives of “Rome” to interfere with their plans have occurred 
recently. In Milwaukee a “Pageant of the Pilgrims” was to 
form part of the celebration on July 4th. Archbishop Mess- 
mer took it upon himself to forbid all Catholic children to 
take part in it, because he considered the fact that the Pil- 
grims were Protestant made the function “sectarian.” In- 
stead of ignoring the archbishop’s objections, a despatch to 
the “New York Times” (May 28) said that “several changes 
were made in the pageant text.” It seems hardly credible, 
but the statement is made in a responsible paper. In the 
account of the Memorial Day parade of the G. A. R. of the 
same paper we read that “American flags only were car- 
ried.” This sentence means that after British and French 
veterans had been invited to march in the parade carrving 
their national flags, certain Sinn Feiners in The Bronx had 
threatened that their women would break up the march if 


the British flag were carried. At a meeting on Tuesday at 


the Hotel Pennsylvania “a storm of protest greeted the 
announcement ‘of Colonel Watkins that the British and 
French veterans and the contingent from a Brazilian battle- 
ship had been asked to march without their own flags, and 
had consented to do so. Captain Watkins said that, domi- 
nated by the Sinn Fein elements, certain posts of the legion 
had passed resolutions asking that the American flag only 
be permitted to appear. 

“Colonel Watkins said the Sinn Fein sympathizers had 
announced contemptuously that their women would break up 
the Manhattan parade if foreign flags, including the British, 
were displayed. 

“Applause greeted Colonel Reginald Barlow, who pro- 
tested that it was an outrage that the American Legion 
should ‘have to knuckle down to the Sinn Fein.’ He added: 
‘We have to stand by when the Sinn Fein flag is carried 
down Fifth Avenue and reviewed by the Mayor. Are we 
going to stand by now and let alien elements dictate to us 
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that the men who were our comrades in the war shall not be 
permitted to carry their flags?” 

It would seem that they are. 

When the Sinn Fein can dictate to the G. A. R. and the 
American Legion on a matter like this they may be excused 
if they think the organization is within measurable distance 
of dominating the whole nation. Incidentally, we get a side- 
light on the Sinn Fein idea of “freedom”—from which “God 
save Ireland!” 


Michael Collins and Pope Leo XIII 

On May 20, 1921, Michael Collins, the alleged head of Sinn 
Fein operations of criminal violence, was reported as having 
said in an electoral address at Armagh: 

“\Within a free Ireland we stand for the fullest civil and 
religious freedom, and, notwithstanding the sufferings of our 
people at the hands of bigotry and sectarianism, we must not 
allow ourselves to retaliate. We must not depart in the least 
degree from our fixed convictions on the rights and duties 
of individuals. Ireland has room for all of her people.” 

To put the most charitable construction upon this utter- 
ance Mr. Collins must have forgotten that Pope Leo XIII 
in the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” specifically condemned 
every form of civil and religious liberty, and the Encyclical 


“Pascendj” of Pope Pius X is directed against freedom of in- 


tellectual inquiry and research. The essential paragraphs of 
the former can be found on pp. 44-50 of our February number 


Suarez and Sinn Fein. 

Rome’s dreadful teaching—‘Killing no murder’—was re- 
cently set forth in the “Irish Theological Quarterly” by Pro- 
fessor O’Rahilly, of Cork. Maynooth itself is responsible for 
this magazine, and it goes out with the imprimatur of the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, says “The Church- 
man’s Magazine,” London, for March, 1921. The article in 
question was a commentary on the well-known Jesuit ethics 
that “killing” in seeking to get rid of what the Church re- 
gards as tyranny is justified, and takes no rank as “murder.” 
A quotation was given, as follows, from Suarez: 
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“So long as a tyrant unjustly holds a kingdom and rules 
by force he is always actually using force against the na- 
tion; and thus the nation is always waging against him an 
actual or virtual war. And so long as the nation does not 
declare the contrary it is always considered to wish to be de- 


fended by each of its citizens, indeed, even by any outsider. 


Hence if it cannot be otherwise defended save by slaying the 
tyrant, any one of the people may slay him.” 

The professor then adds his interpretation, and applies 
it to the present Irish situation, saying: “It is perfectly 
clear that when the nation is able to organize and equip a 
quasi-military force, acts of belligerency require no special 
justification.” Under this cover all Sinn Fein atrocities are 
excused. You may kill, therefore, out of a ditch, from be- 
hind a hedge, or by a shot in the back without being a 
murderer.” 


“SEEING THINGS” AT NAPLES 

In our March issue we quoted a Trenton despatch to the 
New York “Tribune” from Trenton, N. J., which said that 
“reports that the figure of Christ in the vestibule of St. Mary’s 
Roman Catholic Cathedral in that city had been seen to 
move and that tears had sprung from the eyes of a figure of 
the Virgin brought throngs to the edifice today (February 
10, 1921).” 

In the “New York Times,” April 18, 1921, was a special 
cable from Milan, dated the 17th, which said that the Car- 
dinal Archbishop of Naples had recently reconsecrated the 
historic little Church of the Madonna del Rosario. It then 
went on to solemnly assert: “On Tuesday evening a woman 
worshipper suddenly exclaimed that the reputed miracle- 
working image of the Virgin standing above the high altar 
was opening and shutting its eyes. Several hundred people 
in the church forthwith confirmed the report, and for half 
an hour afterward excited crowds flocked from every quarter 
of the city, so that the carabinieri forces had to be summoned 
to preserve order. Thousands now bear personal testimony 
to the miracle.” 
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The local “Corriere” sent some experts to investigate, 
who are quoted thus: “We took a good hour to elbow our 
way toward the high altar, but came away convinced that 
the phenomenon was not one of crowd hallucination. The 
eyes of the image were clearly visible to fair-sighted spec- 
tators some distance away. We kept up a long observation 
and did not note any movement of the eyebrows, but only 
a changing light emanating from the pupils which made them 
appear now white and now of other tints. 

“Our visit was in the daytime when luminous rays pene- 
trate the chapel from a ruined room and trace strange de- 
signs on the decayed walls and ancient marble pavement. 
Some visitors of a philosophic turn of mind were pitched 
out on the steps of the temple by fanatical worshippers for 
giving expression to their skepticism.” 

The despatch concludes thus: “It is no easy matter to 
get people tc gait the church toward the midnight hour. 
Some fifty years ago winking madonnas and kindred phe- 
nomena were a common feature in the popular religious life 
of the Neapolitan and Roman provinces. Indeed, a whole 
library of literature including a number of learned treatises, 
exists on the subject. These phenomena were generally in- 
terpreted as portents of an impending scourge or disaster.” 

On the face of this cable it would seem as if a copy of 
the Trenton despatch had reached Naples, and that some of 
the ecclesiastical authorities or their satellites had decided 
to put out another edition of the occurrence “revised and en- 
larged.” 


The Bible which fed the soul of Abraham Lincoln in the 
Kentucky log cabin of his boyhood was one of the cheap 
little Bibles imported from England by vote of the American 
Congress in 1777. Lincoln loved the Bible above all books, 
and once paid the following tribute to it:

God has given to men.” 
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NEW JERSEY PROTESTANTS WAKING UP 

One result of the election for City Commissioners in 
Jersey City appears to have been an awakening of some of 
the Protestant churches of the burg to a sense of their duty 
to the city and the State, “The Hudson Observer,” May 20th, 
says: 

“Members of the Federated Men’s Organizations of Prot- 
estant Churches of Hudson County met last night in Parmly 
Memorial Baptist Church, Jersey City. The First Congre- 
gational Church Club was admitted as a member. It was 
voted that the following letter be sent to the City Commis- 
sioners : 

“You have been elected by a majority of votes cast as City 
Commissioners, under the Commission Government Act of 
1911, and as such we are with you in maintaining law and 
order in our city, and we respectfully request that the pro- 
visions of the so-called Walsh Act or any amendments made 
thereto be fully and clearly carried out. We direct your 
attention especially to Section No. 10, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“*The Board of Commissioners shall each month publish 
in at least one newspaper in such city, or print in pamphlet 
form, a detailed itemized statement of all the receipts and 
expenses of the city, and a summary of its proceedings dur- 


ing the preceding month, and shall file and furnish printed 


copies thereof to all persons who shall apply therefor at 
the office of the City Clerk. At the end of each vear the Board 


of Commissioners shall cause a full and complete examina- 
tion of all the books and accounts of the city to be made by 
competent accountants, and shall publish the result of the 
examination in the manner above provided for the publication 
of monthly expenditures.’ 

“We believe this provision of the act a wise one, and 
should be rigidly adhered to. We expect from you an impar- 
tial, just and an honest administration of the affairs of our 
city, and further require a just and righteous enforcement 


of the law, to which we pledge you our hearty support.” 
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POPE ADRIAN IV AND A PAPAL PREROGATIVE 


Last summer for a number of weeks letters appeared 
in the “Jersey Journal” (Jersey City) written by Sinn Fein 
sympathizers, which elicited a number of replies from per- 
sons who did not think that hatred of “England” was the 
most conspicuous characteristic of a really patriotic Ameri- 
can. Various matters of detail were discussed, and among 
others was that of the Bull “Laudabiliter,” by which Pope 
Adrian IV conferred on Henry II (who, by the way, was 
a Plantagenet, and not a Norman, king) the right to invade 
and conquer Ireland, the king undertaking to pay vearly to 
the Holy See a penny (denarius = 15 cents) for every house. 

In reply to one of these correspondents who considered 
that this Bull constituted at least some measure of title to 
the soil of Ireland, one Mr. B. A. Smith wrote the following 
letter, which appeared on July 26, 1920: 

“or: 

“The so-called Bull, Laudabiliter, has been dealt with 
so often in these columns that one wonders if a Tory pos- 
sesses a memory, without speaking of an understanding at 
all. Let us assume, for the sake of argument, that the entire 
quotation (from the ‘Menace,’ | suppose) sent in by ‘Lauda- 
biliter’ is correct and that, therefore, Britain’s bulwark on 
all disputed points, the Encyclopedia Britannica, is wrong. 

“We are told that some Bishops, Archbishops, Chieftains, 
etc., swore allegiance to a Norman king, Henry II. Such 
a declaration of allegiance would give England no more a 


right to Ireland than a similar declaration of allegiance by 


Benedict Arnold would have given England a right to the 
United States. Ireland, in the last analysis, belongs to no 
man; not even the High King of Ireland had the right to 
give away what he held in trust for his people. 

“If a few Irish renegades swore allegiance to a foreign 
power they were of the same type as the professional poli- 
ticlan or panhandler in weekly journals, who does not care 
a tinker’s dam or a hill of beans if Ireland were in the bottom 
of hades so long as he can make capital, political or otherwise, 
out of it. This is the class that would deport any man who 
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seems destined to settle the Irish question, because if the 
[Irish question were finally disposed of the professional Irish- 
man’s trump card would be lost forever. Ireland has only two 
enemies on earth at present—the English Tory and the pro- 
fessional Irish politician. 

“I hereby give, grant and convey to ‘Laudabiliter’ and 
his or her posterity forever that bridge which spans the 
East River, connecting the island of Manhattan with the 
sorough of Brooklyn, and which is known as the Brooklyn 
Bridge. ‘Laudabiliter’ has now the same legal and moral 
right to the Brooklyn Bridge as England has to Ireland, 
because [ have exactly the same legal and moral right to give 
iway said bridge as Adrian 1V had to give away Ireland. 

“Sincerely yours, 
“B. A. Smith.” 


On July 29 the following letter appeared under the cap- 


tion, “Concerning a ‘Right’ of Pope Adrian LV :” 

“Sir—It Mr. B. A. Smith is a member of the Roman Church 
it would seem as if he ran some risk of ecclesiastical censure 
by his assertion that Pope Adrian IV had no more ‘right’ to 
hand over Ireland to King Henry II than Mr. Smith would 
have to give the Brooklyn Bridge to the person to whom 
he refers. 

“The Century Dictionary says that international law is 
“those maxims or rules which independent political societies 
of States observe, or ought to observe, in their conduct toward 
each other; and the alleged action of Pope Adrian IV was 
indoubtedly within the line of international law so far as it 
had developed in his day. 

“Before Adrian became Pope Pope Gregory VII had sent 
a legate to England to William IT to demand an oath of fealty 
to him as his feudal lord, which that king refused to take, 
ind Hallam says that England was the first nation, as such, 
to make any stand against Papal interference in political 
affairs—in the reign of Henry II, from whom Becket, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, demanded exemption from the civil law 


of the clergy, whatever offenses they might commit. Pope 
Innocent III, in the brief, ‘Novit,’ set forth the reason for this 
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feudal overlordship of the Pope in this language: ‘The apostle 
also admonishes us to rebuke disturbers, and elsewhere he 
says, “Reprove, entreat, rebuke with all patience and doc- 
trine.” Now that we are able and also bound to coerce is 
plain from this, that the Lord says to the prophet, who was 
one of the priests of Anathoth: “Behold, I have appointed 
thee over the nations and the kings, that thou mayest tear up, 
and pull down, and scatter, and build, and plant.” Vide 
Corpus Juris Canonici Decret—Greg. IX, 2, 1, 13. 

“St.‘Thomas Aquinas puts it this way: “The administra- 
tion of this government, in order that spiritual matters should 
be distinct from earthly matters, is committed not to earthly 
kings but to priests, and especially to the highest priest, the 
successor of St. Peter, the vicar of Christ, the Roman Pon- 
tiff, to whom all kings of the Christian people should be sub- 
ject as to our Lord Jesus Christ Himself.” 

“The right alleged to have been exercised by Pope Adrian 
IV was exercised later on a really colossal scale by Pope Alex- 
ander VI, by his Bull issued on May 4, 1493, which ‘practically 
gave a monopoly of most. of the world’s seas to Spain and 
Portugal, and for a century thereafter the ships of all nations 
but these voyaged at their peril in the South Atlantic, Indian 
and Pacific Oceans.’ The New York Times, Nov. 18, 1917, 
contained a lengthy and interesting article as to the circum- 
stances under which this Bull was promulgated, in which 
occurs this sentence: “The Portuguese discoveries had been 
ratified by a series of Papal Bulls, which had granted to the 
kings of Portugal, in somewhat vague terms, lands discovered, 
or to be discovered, “to the south and west.” 

“King Henry VII of England recognized this Bull as 
binding on himself to the extent of making no effort to ex- 
tend the explorations of the Cabots on the northern part of 
this continent, or even to really take possession of what they 
had already discovered. 

“That Pope Pius X still maintained this doctrine of his 
feudal overlordship of all nations is shown by the reference 
to ‘the civil principality’ in the following clause of the oath 
taken by Cardinal O’Connell when he was created a Cardinal, 
as given in the London Catholic Times, Dec. 8, 1911.

“To try in every way to assert, uphold, preserve,- increase 
and promote the rights, even temporal, especially those of 
the civil principality, the liberty, the honor, privileges and 
authority of the Holy Roman Church of Our Lord the Pope, 
and the abovesaid successors. 

“There is a Latin maxim: ‘Roma locuta est: causa finita 
est—‘Rome has spoken: the case is closed,’ and I commend 
it to Mr, B. A. Smith when writing on ecclesiastical topics.” 


IN SUPPORT OF THE SMITH-TOWNER BILL 


[Immediately upon the adjournment of the new Commit- 
tee on Education of the Sunday School Council of Evangelical 
Denominations and the International Sunday-School Associ- 
ation the attached statement was prepared for the press: 

“The Committee on Education, representing thirty-three 
Protestant religious denominations and sixty-five State and 
provincial Sunday-school associations with a Sunday-school 
constituency of more than twenty million pupils, closed a 
three days’ session at Buffalo, N. Y., on Thursday, April 28th, 
by issuing two important statements to the Protestant 
churches in America. The first statement concerns the atti- 
tude of Protestant churches toward the American public 
schools, and is as follows: 

“Since the Committee on [Education of the International 
Sunday-School Association and the Sunday-School Council 
of Evangelical denominations views with surprise and alarm 
the open sectarian opposition which has developed to the 
creation of a national department of education through the 
amended Smith-Towner Bill, together with published state- 
ments that certain Congressmen have pledgéd themselves to 
individuals, representing such sectarian opposition, to vote 
against the bill, be it 

“Resoived, That this committee hereby expresses its ap- 
proval of the Smith-Towner Bill and of the stronger organi- 
zation and support which it insures to the public school sys- 
tem, and expresses its strong opposition to the substitution 
of a welfare department or any other department for the pro- 
posed department of education.”-—The “Free Methodist,” 
May 10, 1921. 
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EXCOMMUNICATION OF CATHOLICS IN BOHEMIA 


Austria, with the sanction of Berlin, led the way to the 
bloodiest war the world has ever known, She was broken, 
but from her ashes has arisen the republic of Czecho-Slovakia 
with its capital at Prague, says “The Evangelical Christian,” 
Feb., 1921. Immediately John Huss spoke to the people. He 
being dead lived again! Three thousand Roman priests se- 
ceded from Roman obedience, the residue sent deputies to 
Rome and demanded the use of their mother tongue in their 
worship, and the right of marriage for their clergy. The Pope 


refused. To give away celibacy was to give away Rome’s 


master weapon. And so it came to pass. 

Bohemia was excommunicated on February 5, 1920—in 
this year of grace. With book, bell and candle, Pope Benedict 
XV excommunicated the Roman Catholic Church of Bo- 
hemia. There was a time when such an act struck men 
dumb with terror. England was laid under such a ban in the 
days of King John. No church bell rang, no mass was said, 
no absolution was pronounced, the dead were buried without 
words of Christian hope.> This penalty broke the will 
of weak King John, and he became, to the disgust of many 
of his subjects, the Pope’s man from that day. But on 
February 5 of this year, the bolt from the Papal heaven, 
launched on Bohemia, has not terrified them! The papers 
have hardly noticed it. The uprisen priesthood of the new 
Czecho-Slavic Republic, Luther-like, have burned the bull 
and are carrying on! Bohemia and her people are under the 
ban, but they are thriving under it. 

This is the day of Protestantism for Bohemia. The people 
are demanding God’s Word. Every door is now wide open. 
Even the priests are sympathetic. The people will have the 
Book. Hitherto the priests have burned them Granted 
the open Bible and the absolute free reading and interpreta- 
tion of those Scriptures by the people themselves, Rome is 
doomed in Bohemia. The Scripture Gift Mission has ac- 
cepted the challenge and is re-issuing in the language of the 
Czecho-Slovak people the New Testament and Gospel Por- 
tions in sufficient quantities to meet all the demand, and to 
distribute them gratis.
